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THE ELECTIONS. 


The members of the late Northwest assem: 
bly during its last two sessions were divided 
into two distinct parties, the line being 
drawn in regard tothe control of the finances, 
The party afthe majority held that the 
aesembly should have responsible control of 
all finances, while the perty of the rmainority 
held that that control was vested in the 
Neutenant-governor and his four chosen ad- 
visers, without regard tothe wishes of the 
nesembly. It is not necessary to recount the 
arguments used on each side er to state the 
means employed by each party to enforce 
their views, The minority had the celebrat- 
ed nine points ofthe law and the assemb! 
ceased to exist leaving them still holding the 
fort. Duriag the session of 1889 the parties 
wtood 18 to 8, and in that of 1890, 15§to 6. 
What the Ottawa government thought of the 
right of the respective parties may be judged 
by the factthat the Northwest act was at 
last session of parliament amended to meet 
toa great degree the views of the majority, 
and what the people of the Northwest thought 
and think may be judged by the fact that of 
the original party of thirteen who contended 
for financial control seven have been elected 
by acclamation, while of the six who fought 
against that conteol only one has been 80 
elected, and his election was due rather to 
the fact that his constitueucy was cut to suit 
him and that the electors were taken by 


surprise than to the popular approval of his 


policy. Judging from the resulteso far there 
ie every reason to suppose that the new 


assembly is sufe to have a good majority of 
members who can be depended upon to 
stand up for and sccure responsible as again. 
st irrespousible control, and indeed that no 
One will be hardy or foolish enough to advo 


cate such a method of government in this
